In the 110-ton gun of the 
irouciad Ben Bow, which has been in com- 
mission only a few weeks, a crack developed 
in the inner tubes after firing a few rounds of 
960 pounds each. Similar accidents have hap- 
pened to guns on the Victoria and Sans 
Pareil. Generally the heaviest weapons are 
becoming distrusted and the admiralty has 
ordered that a number of them be taken to 
the ordnance works to be strengthened. 
Meanwhile the 75-ton guns of the French fleet 
are acting perfectly.

P., and Mr. Stuart, M. P., in which Mr. 0’Con- 
nor accused Mr. Stuart of injudicious haste in 
publishing Mr. Gladstone’s November letter 
to Mr. Parnell, has led to the disclosure that 
it was Arnold Morley, the Liberal whip, who 
gave to the press the letter referred to under 
the authority of Mr. Gladstone. 


WAS ROBERT RAY H MILTON MURDERED 


Foul Play Intimated in Connectiouw with 
the New York Man’s Death. 
Cuzvetanp, O., Nov. 13.—A merchant of 
this city, Ralph Worthmgton, has just re- 
turned from a hunting expedition in the viem- 
ity of Jackson’s Lake, Wyoming. He made 
careful inquiries there concerning the cause 
of Robert Ray Hamulton’s death, and is of the 
opinion that Hamilton's death was due to foul 
play and not to accident. When the body was 
exhumed water-grass was found entangled in 
the spurs. Mr. Worthington says that the 
ford in Suake River where the accident ig said 
to have occurred is paved with white bowlders, 
and that there is no sign of water-grass in the 
river for some distance from it. The 
depth of water in the ford is only fifteen 
inches on an average, and a horse can easily 
wade on either side fifty feet away. The mem- 
bers of the Mormon colony of Rexburg told 
Mr. Worthington that they had good reason to 
believe that Hamilton met with foul play. 
Mr. Worthington describes Sargent, Mr. Ray’s 
quasi partner, as an intelligent, bright man, 
far above the people around him mentally. 
Sargent occupies Hamilton’s luxuriously fur- 
nished lodge with his wife and children. 


RICH BROOKLYN GIRL AND POOR SWEDE. 


The Old Story of Strance Infatuation and 
Stranger Marriace. 

New You«, Nov. 13.—( Special.“ Nilsen— 
Croweil—Oa Nov. 3, 1891, by the Rev. A. 
Davis, Henrietta R., daughter of the late 
Stephen Crowell of New York, to H. Niclom 
Nilsen.” 

This curt announcement, which appeared 
in a morning newspaper on Tuesday, is all 
that has yet been made public of a story of a 
strange infatuation, a runaway marriage, a 
distressed family, and a diverted fortune. 
Miss Henrietta Crowell is the oldest daughter 
of the late Stephen Crowell, a prominent and 
wealthy capitalist aid banker of Brooklyn. 
The man to whom she has been secretly 
married is a Swedish laborer, formerly a 
servant of all work at Dr. Cates’ sanitarium, 
Lakewood, N. J. With her husband she has 


fired. He pocketed the shell and reported it 
to his superiors. 


Detectives Fatigued by the Work. 


The detectives continued to operate from 
Western Union Junction all last night and 
during today, the same officer making trips to 
all the towns within a radius of thirty miles. 
He always returned discouraged in manner, 
and at 5 o’clock this evening the worn out 
detectives who rendezvoused at the junc- 
tion were by no means a happy 
looking lot. One of them was 
sent on to Racine, while the others lingered 
anxiously near the operator in the little junc- 
tion station. A message came and three more 
detectives came on here and are now waiting 
for Henderson. They will not attempt to ar-. 
rest him, but on the advice of District-Attor- 
ney Hand will put him through the question 
mill. 

Wednesday afternoon Henderson and an un- 
kfown companion entered the gunstore of 
Botsford & Wooster on Monument square in 
this city to negotiate for the loan of 
two shotguns and the purchase of some cart- 
ridges. They said they were gomg to Delavan 
to hunt ducks and said they would returh 
Thursday evening They failed to close a 
bargain with Boteford, but two hours later 
secured the guns and cartridges from Mr. 


Wooster and said they would leave for Dela- | 
van de the train lenving hore ob ee 


“and which passes Western Union. The young 
men failed to return until this evening, when 
they brought back the guns and showed a 
duck and a few fish as the result of their hunt. 

Shertly after they left the gun store the de- 
tectives showed up and asked to try the shell 
on some of the guns in stock. One of the 
first given them was one of the guns loaned to 
Henderson and his friend. It was a breech- 
loader. It was found that when closmg the 
gun after inserting thecartridge that it worked 
hard. A little pressure caused it to close, but 
with the effort the pin of the hammer, which 
protruded beyond the breech base, made a 
nick exactly like that found on the discarded 
shell picked up near the scene of the wreck. 

One Gun in a Thousand. 

When the young men were supplied with 
cartridges they were given three kinds of shells 
— Climax, Rival, and Club. The shell found 
at Western Union was of the Club variety. 
The gunsmiths wondered at this, and said that 
a defect of a protruding pin would not be 
found in one gun in a thousand. 

The circumstance put the detectives to work 
without delay and with great secrecy; but 
every one knows every one else, and the tip 
came out, compelling the detectives to begin 
immediate search for Henderson, who is about 
the town some place. When the officers 
learned that TRIBUNE correspond- 
ents had the story they determined 
to see Henderson tonight, but first 
consulted with District-Attorney Hand as to 
what steps they shouid take. He thought the 
young man should be given every opportun- 
ity, and he stands in no danger of sudden ar- 
rest. Henderson has not lived in Racine 
long, and by those who know him he is re- 
garded as all right. His companion does not 
appear to have any acquaintances here. He 
is said to have come from Delavan or some 
point West. Early this evening Henderson 
and his companion were in William 
Murphy’s saloon, not far from Henderson’s 
residence. The companion had been drink- 
ing freely and is said to have made a 
show of money.

When Murphy 
heard of the nicked cartridge and the defect 
in the gun carried by Henderson and his com- 
panion he said: It's strange, surely, but 
I’ll vouch for it that these boys are all right. 
Iwas down at Dover this afternoon, and 
when I boarded the train they were aboard, 
having come from Delavan, where they had 
been hunting. They told me all about their 
trip.”

Her 
voice iscf ample range to do justice to Bel- 
lini’s music, its tones are clear, pure in 
intonation, and remarkably even through- 
out all registers. There is also more 
warmth in her voice than is usually 
found in a high soprano trained for use in 
florid music, coldness and hardness often 
accompanying such voices. 
Features of Miss Van Zandt's Singing. 


Great ease in tone production and seeming 
freedom trom effort in the execution of flori- 
ture and all vocal embellishments lend one of 
the chief charms to Miss Van Zandt’s singing. 
She phrases and shades well, the one notice- 
able lack in her singing being that high degree 
of crispness in execution required for 
the entirely rendering of colorature music. 
She possesses this ability in a measure, but 
not in the amount one might at times wish 
for. This lack was especially noticeable in 
her singing of the Al non giunge, which 
failed to maka the impression one had be- 
lieved would be made after hearing her pre- 
vious work. All of the music of the act had 
been admirably sung, but in the final great 
aria the singer seemed to tire, and 
what should be a vocal outpouring 
of perfect ecstasy was not only cold 8 un- 
impassioned, but in no way possessed such 
high vocal finish as did that which had pre- 
ceded. Dramatically Miss Van Zandt made 
more of the part than is often done. To look 
pretty is the chief dramatic requirement of 
the character, and this the singer met and 
added to it a certain girlishness which was 
girlish without becomm silly, as is su often 
the case on the operatic stage. 

Sig. Gianini-Grifoni made his first appear- 
ance before an American public, Elvino being 
his role.

EFFECTS OF BANK FAILURES. 


Secretary Foster Talks of the Situation and 
Speaks Well of Mr. Lacey. 

Wasuincton, D. C., Nov. 13.—[Special. ]—It 
is expected that the recent National bank fail- 
ures will have at least two results. They will 
lead to an increased carefulness in the exami- 
nation of National Banks, and they will afford 
texts during the approaching session of Con- 
gress for an assault upon the National bank- 
ing system. The enemies of the banks will 
not, however, find any comfort in that por- 
tion of Secretary Foster’s annual report 
which will treat of this matter. The Secre- 
tary is thoroughly convinced that the system 
cannot be destroyed, and he 1s equally certain 
that the criticisms which have followed the 
recent failures have been unfair. He speaks 
in high terms of Controller Lacey. 

There are 4,000 national banks in the 
United States.“ said the Secretary today, and 
some six or seven have failed in the last twelve 
months, is a very small number when 
you consider the financial crisis h which 
the country passed last fall and winter. But 
even if there should have been ten or fifteen 
tailures it would not indicate either a fault in 

system or any laxity in the examinations. 
We endeavor to have each bank examined 
once a year. If at the examination a large 
amount of forged paper is shown to the exam- 
iner there is no possibility by which the for- 
geries can be discov except by carrying 
around the notes to every signer. This, o 
course, cannot be done. Nor is it ible to 
visit every depositor and find out if his book 
agrees withthe account in the bank.”’ 

While thus acknowledging the limitations of 
the national bank exammations; and admit- 
ting that if deception is practiced there is no 
way to avoid it, Secretary Foster does not 
agree that the examination system 1s a failure. 
On the 8 he points to the number of 
cases where failures have been averted by the 
timely discoveries of bank examiners. Of 
these, however, the public hears nothing. Sec- 
retary Foster says that the clearing houses, 
which come into close daily relation with the 
national banks, and which ought to be fully 

, are frequently deceived, and he is not 
surprised that the examiners are also occa- 
sionally im upon. It was at the request 
of the Fhi lp Clearing-House that the 
Keystone Bank was allowed to remain open 80 
that the already pomscky condition of the 
money market might not be further imperiled, 
and as for the Maverick Bank, the Secretary 
thinks that its failure might have been avoided 
if the other Boston banks had not refused to 
accept its certified checks.

Medicine for Illinois Militiamen. 


Compressed medicine tablets are to be used 
by the National Guard of Illinois as fast as 
they can be supplied in supply chests similar 
to these recently described in Tur Trisuns. 
Dr. Nicholas Senn of Chicago, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the Illinois National Guard, in a com- 
munication received at the office of the 
Surgeon-General of the Army today requests 
information as to when these medical supply 
chests can be obtained, his purpose being to 
fit out each battalion of 200 men in the same 
manner as if they were in the regular army. 
These chests contain medical and surgical 
supplies sufficient to last a battalion for a 
year, and the indications are that the National 
Guardsmen of the United States will ail be 
fully equipped in these res Iowa and 
Illinois having taken the initiatory steps.

DESPITE REPORTS TO THE CONTRABY 
TRADE IS OPENING UP. 


The West Doing Especially Well, with a 
Volume of Transactions the Largest in 
Its History—The Iron Output Passes Aji 
Previous Records—-A Firm Confidence 
Exists Among New York Traders—Eu- 
ropean Alarms Generally Discounted. 


New Yorx. Nov. 13.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say: 

Business has entirely recovered from the 
slight disturbance caused by the Maverick 
Bank failure. Money at New York has fallen 
again to 4 per cent on call and at Boston 
plenty is offering and rates aresteady. Trade 
is large in volume for the season, aud in many 
lines, especially at the West, the largest ever 


and the tendency of prices is not toward im- 
provement in that respect, While breadstuffs 
advance most manufactured products tend to 
decline. Records of mortgages satisfied in 
Western counties show that enormous sums 
are taken for that purpose by farmers from 
their receipts, so that an unusual proportion 
of the money paid for crops goes to cancel 
debts created in past years. Doubtless this in 
part explains the fact that the demand for 
various manufactured products has not yet 
increased so largely as was expected in view 
of the great crops raised. 

The iron output Nov. 1 was the greatest 
ever known. It is a striking fact that only 
304 furnaces are in biast against 306 Oct. 1, 
showing a steady substitution of larger and 
better works for those of less capacity and 
old-fashioned equipment. Unsold stocks have 
largely increased, particularly of coke iron, 
and while the consumption is enormous it is 
clear that unless the expected increase comes 
soon the depression in prices will force some 
works to stop. Contractors for large build- 
ings here are ring on foreign against 
American beams, the combination not meet- 
ing the price.

REFUSED FATHER DECKER’S TESTIMONY. 


Toohey’s Confession to the Milwaukee Priest 
Not Admitted in Evidence. 

Mriwavxez, Wis., Nov. 13.—[Special. |— 
Father Decker was not permitted to testify to- 
day as a witness in the case of Toohey, Dooley, 
and Rockaway, charged with an assault to rob 
and murder the street-car driver, Grothe.

Judge Wallber ruled that Father Decker’s 
evidence could not be admitted, and tbe wit- 
ness was dismissed. Most of the testimony 
introduced this afternoon tended to show the 
friendly relations existing between Toohey, 
Dooley, and Rockaway. An adjournment 
was taken until Monday morning, when the 
State wili introduce further evidence.

CHINA WAKES UP AT LAST. 
Great Schemes of Railroad and Telegraph 
Extension, — 

Suaveuar, China, Nov. 1.—The Chinese 
Government has made a new departure from 
its usual policy of exclusion of foreign im- 
provements and inventions, and is gradually 
introducing the two great civilizing influences 
of her Western neighbors—the electric tele- 
graph and the railroad.

Is Cleveland Writing a Constitutional His- 
tory of the United States ?—His One-Term 
Letter and Signature to the QOleomarga- 
rine Bill. 

New York Sun (Dem.): The current re- 
port that Mr. Grover Cleveland is now en- 
gaged upon the composition of A Constitu- 
tional History of the United States is de- 
nied by the Critic. 

There are several reasons why a constitu- 
tional history of the United States from Mr. 
Cleveland’s pen would be an interesting addi- 
tion to the literature of this great subject. 

In the first place, the author of sucha 
treatise would naturally devote a good deal of 
space to the elaboration and discussion of the 
ideas presented in hi<« own letter of Aug. 18, 
1884, accepting the Democratic nomination 
for President. At that time Mr. Cleveland 
was firmly convinced that the one thing need- 
ed for the perpetuation and preservation of 
our institutions and the full realization, as 
he expressed it, “ of government by the peo- 
ple.“ was an amendment of the Constitution 
disqualifying any citizen who had held the of. 
fice of President from reélection. In the 
single passage quoted below from Mr. Cleve- 
land’s letter of 1884 there is a text for mauy 
chapters of philosophical dissertation, patriotic 
hortation against ambitious selfishness, and 
historical argument tracing the evils that 
grow outof what he then sarcastically de- 
scribed as a dedication to the profession of 
politics.“ 

When we consider the patronage of this great 
office, the allurements of power, the temptation 
to retain public place once gained. — more 
than all. availability a party finds in An in- 
cumbent whom a horde of officeholders, with a 
zeal born of benefits received and fostered by the 
bope of favors yet to come, stands ready to aid 
with money and trained political service, we rec- 
ognize in the eligibility of the President for re- 
election a most serious danger to that calm, de- 
liberate, and intelligent political action which 
must characterize a government by the people.

Ald. Cullerton Gives Facts and Figures in 
Contradiction of Absurd Rumors The 
Council Judiciary Committee Votes in 
Favor of Repealing the Cullerton Water- 
Main Extension Ordinance — Public

Rumors without foundation in fact have 
been set afloat recently concerning the condi- 
tion of the city finances. It has been asserted 
that the city is in straitened circumstances, 
that there would soon be a return to scrip pay- 
ment. All this talk is nonsense,” said Ald, 

Cullerton, the Chairman of the Finance com- 

mittee, yesterday. ‘“ The city’s financial con- 

dition is excellent. The Controller is able to 
pay all the contractors on demand. Nearly 
$200,000 of special assessments were turned 
over to the City Treasurer today by Mr. Keru. 

He will soon turn over from $1,000,000 

to $1,200,000 more. The water rents are now 

due and are pouring ipto the City Treasury at 
the rate of $15,000 a day. We will collect 

about $900,000 of water rents before Dec. 15. 

The saloon licenses for the third peried will 

become due Dec. 1. We will get nearly 

$1,000,000 from thatsourcealone. From other 
sources we will get $250,000 or thereabouts,

He has asked the Corporation Coun- 
sel to look up the provisions of the charter 
bearing on the subject, and there is little 
doubt that Mr. Miller will find that the spirit 
of the civie law, if not its letter, requires ad- 
vertisement. It is not expected, however, 
that the certificates will bring more than par, 
as they are “short time —0only eighteen 
months. N 

Though the Judiciary committee yesterday. 
reported in favor of continumg the policy of 
extending the water mains at the expense of 
the water fand, and asked for the repeal of 
the ordinanee requiring that property-owners 
shall advance the cost, it is not considered 
probable that their action will have any 
effect. It will take considerable time to 
secure the repeal of the ordinance. If 
it is repeal then the Commissioner 
will make a rule which will have the effect of 
the ordinance. The water fund will thus be 
saved from a continuous drain until the new 
tunnels are completed and paid for. The in- 
debtedness of the water fund will be wiped 
out soon thereafter. 

The Council Finance committee will take 
action some time next week to meet the de- 
ficiency in the police appropriation. This will 
be $180,000, It can be made good from the 
general fund. 


OPPOSES THE CULLERTON ORDINANCE, 


The Judiciary Committee Wants the Wa- 
ter-Main Extension Measure Repealed. 
The Council Committee on Judiciary met 

in the City Clerk’s office and acted on a num- 

ber of important ordinances, taking up last 
the question of water-main extensions. Ald. 

Kinney was present to look after his ordi- 

nance providing that water-mains shall be 

laid only on the deposit of the cost by property- 
owners, but that they shall be paid 6 per cent 
interest on them. The matter was not duly 
referred, however, as the rules of the Council 
require, and Ald. Hepburn raised he point of 
order thet it was not legally before the com- 
mittee, which was sustained by Chairman 

Sexton. 

Ald, Dorman’s ordinance repealing the Cul- 
lerton ordinance, passed one week ago Mon- 
day, and which requires that property-owners 
shall advance the cost before the water mains 
are extended, was then called up, Ald. Roth 
vehemently advocated its passage and claimed 
the Cullerton ordinance would stop im prove- 
ments and would inflict hardship on the hum- 
ble householder in the outlying section of the 
city. The payment of interest would amount 
to nothing, said, it a man couldn't raise 
the money. 

Ald. Roth advocated borrowing $1,200,000 
instead of $1,000,000, so that the work of ex- 
tending mains could go on. That would be 
enough, he said, as 53,800 feet of pipe was al- 
ready distributed on some fifty streets and the 
only expense would be that of labor. The 
Mayor and Controller and Chairman of the 
Finance committee hurried that ordinance 
through the Council without discussion,“ he 
said, and they stuffed it down our throats. 
wf object ; int of order, shouted Ald. 
Martin. Such language is out of order.“ 

Chairman Sexton ruled that it was, but 
took the floor later and insisted that the ordi- 
nance was not legally passed because it had 
only had 34 votes and required 35, and that 
the courts would never sustain it. He op- 
posed the Cullerton ordimance because it 
would stop the progress of his ward. 


Defended the Callerton Ordinance. 


Ald. Martin and Bidwill defended the 
Cullerton ordinance on the ground of neces- 
sity, and Ald. Biawill moved to postpone con- 
sideration of the repealing ordinance till Mon- 
day morning and to appoint a committee of 
five to consult the ayor and Controller 
and see what had best be done. This motion 
seemed on the point of passage when Ald. 
Dorman reminded the committee that it 
might not have aquorum Monday, and that 
it was highly important to assure the repeal 
of the ordinance. Ald. Bidwill’s motion was 
laid on the table and the repealing ordinanco 
recommended for passage by a vote of 6 to 2 
as follows:

SOUTH CHICAGO'S POSTAL NEEDS. 


What Must Be Done Before Establishing 
Free Delivery Service. 

Postoffice Inspector Stuart yesterday began 
an investigation of South Chicago’s claim 
that it ought to have the free delivery system. 
There are 30,000 persons within the old town 
district, but every citizen is compelled to go 
to the one postoffice in the place to get his 
mail. The receipts of the postoffice have been 
over the required $10,000 per annum and the 
houses are numbered, as the Postoffice De- 
partment demands of a city before it is given 
the free delivery service. 

There is one obstruction iu the way of South 
Chicago’s obtaining what it has long sought, 
and that is the names of some of its streets 
must de changed. Many of the streets were 
named after Chicago’s streets, and these must 
all be changed in order to avoid the confusion 
that would result if the free delivery were es- 
tablished. These changes will have to be 
made by ordimance in the City Council, and 
when this is done South Chicago will be en- 
titled to have its mails distributed as in 
Chicago. 

Postoffice Inspector Stoddard of Washing- 
ton yesterday inspected all the divisions of 
the main office with a -view to determining 
what improvements are needed.

PLANS FOR ANOTHER BOULEVARD. 


The Project of South Side:Property-Owners 
—Other Realty Matters. 

Twenty owners of property lying between 
Sixty-seventh and Seventy-sixth streets met in

“Celtic Fairy Tales,” Edited by Joseph

Celtic, folk-lore is exceptionally rich in ma- 
terials, There are some 2,000 Celtic fairy 
tales in existence, a number which is only 
exceeded—in Europe at least—by that of the 
vast collection at Helsingfors.

to any higher will. If it is sectarian to refer 
to the will and requirements of God, will not 
many regard it as savoring of one-sidedness 
and unbelief to teach or imply that, while 
there are duties toward man, there are none 
which we owe to God? Again, there are cha 
ters devoted to a duties. But many do 
not believe in the propriety or justice of any 
government; they are “Anarchists.” Can a 
morality be taught in our schools that will be 
approved by every class of people? Besides, 
there is nothing said in either of these treatises 
respecting the nature and obligations of the 
marriage relation. Are our children to grow 
up without any instruction on this important 
theme? These suggestions are not made in aid 
of any theory on the limits of public instruction, 
but to indicate the difficulty if not the impos- 
sibility of so restricting the teachings in our 
public institutions as to satisfy all classes, or

Of course, 
their children aren’t born natural operatora, 
but they come pretty near it. They pick up 
their knowledge of dots and dashes as soon as 
they begin to talk. And when they grow up 
you can pretty safely count upon their doing 
exactly as their fathers and mothers did.”’ 

Inquiry revealed the fact that the old-timer 
knew what he was talking about. There are 
any number of operators working in the main 
office of the Western Union in this city whose 
fathers still do their trick, not a few who 
have a grandfather who was in the business, 
and a certain percentage who are constantly 
mounting the steps to the hymeneal altar 
after a courtship conducted under the circum- 
stances described. In the case of the young 
woman in the up-town office she fall in love 
while her choice was working her wire in the 
main office. The two worked together day 
after day, and a friendship sprang up, quickly 
followed by love. There were other young 
women on the same wire, and other young 
men, but these two gravitated to each other 
from the first. 

Frequently the interested parties are sep- 
arated a hundred miles or more. There are 
numerous cases on record where the contract- 
ing parties have passed through all the symp- 
toms of love right up to the altar without hav- 
ing seen each other or been in each other’s 
society in a parlor to any extent worth speak- 
ing of. Nevertheless y knew each other 
perfectly; far better, in fact, than many 
couples who see much of one another. While 
they were notin each other’s presence from 
an ocular standpoint, they were there from an 
electrical one. They were both on the same 
wire and could hear each other at work under 
various conditions. There is no better plese to 
test one’s patience than in a telegraph office, 
When the weather is bad and the wires work 
poorly it is an amiable person indeed who can 
retain his or her temper. And when the weather 
is fine many things are continually arising 
which terd to make one petulant and cranky. 
And when a telegraph operator gets in that 
frame of mind it is not necessary to be looking 

ight at him toknow it. His wire manners 
will tell it just as quickly and truthfully. It is 
one of the mysteries to people who are not 
masters of the art to understand how these 
operators cantell how another operator is 
feeling hundreds of miles away. The oper- 
ators cannot explain it themselves. If au in- 
quiring soul does get interested enough in 
them to ask the only explanation of this phe- 
nomenon he can get is that the operators 
know the humor of their colleagues by the 
way they send and receive their messages. 

The operators have one great advantage 
over lovers in other walks of life, and that is 
that they can telegraph their thoughts in pub- 
lic without any one else knowing athing about 
it. On picnics and excursions they may often 
be sitting facing each other, wig-wagging with 
newspapers desperately and talking with some- 
body else just enough to divert attention. 
They are making love. In dining-rooms they 
rattie dots and dashes with their knives on the 
prongs of forks and tell very interesting love 
stories in that peculiar way. 

In one of the big offices in this city there is 
a wire which is shunned as much as poasible 
by every operator in the office. It has the 
reputation of being the hardest wire to work 
in the world. There are a large number of 
local railroad offices on the wire, and they all 
do more business than is ordinarily the case 
with small offices. For years the only person 
who could work the wire was a pretty young 
woman. It did not matter how good an 
operator a man was or how hard he tried to 
get along, his patience could not stand the 
strain for more than a few minutes. Tnen he 
was in a fight withsomeone. But the little 
woman never had the least bit of trouble. She 
was on the best terms with all the operators 
along the line, and was never behind in her 
work, One summer a new operator struck 
town, and it fell to his lot to relieve this 

oung woman half an hour every day during

But no young woman 
has remained there for any length of time, 
and the watchers all know what that means. 

Ordinarily an operator can tell a woman the 
moment he hears her workingawire. He 
tells by her touch on the key. Women as a 
rule, telegraphers say, do not touch the key of 
their instruments as firmly as men do. Occa- 
sionally, however, there is one without this 
characteristic distinction in her style. The 
following story is told in alittle journal de- 
voted to the profession:

WELL POSTED IN GREEK. 
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A YOUNG ENGLISHWOMAN WHO HAS 
STUDIED TO SOME PURPOSE. 
— — 

Miss Eugenie Sefiers, Who Has Attracted 
Attention by Her Interesting Lectures 
on Archwology—Giving Concrete Form 
to the Greek Myths and Dramas—Inspir- 
ing a Love for the Literature and Art of 
Antiquity—Early Vases with Some Light 
Illustrations. 

Miss Eugenie Sellers, who is interesting all 
London in her lectures on Greek legends, is a 
young woman with a story that is well worth 
telling. For she has compressed into her few 
years a plenitude of experience that seems to 
have filled up all the gaps and left none of 
those blank stretches! of time that English 
women too often bewail. Perhaps the secret 
is that Miss Sellers is only half English, says 
the Queen, her mother having been French, 
and, although she was bora m London, she 

did not remain theré, but passed her child- 

hood in Spain. . From Spain she went to 

Paris and was educated m a Roman 

Catholic sisterhood near Versailles. 

Her studies, however, were not carried on in 

any very systematic fashion, for the winter at 

this period always founii her in Sicily. One 
year—this was when she was 15—her fathor 
took her to Greece. Seeing Athens and the 

Ionian Isles for the firgt time she thereupon 

resolved to study Greek art. But Greek art 

had to be put aside for Greek particles, and 


MISS RUGENIE SELLERS. 
Girton College a few years later seemed but a 


poor exchange for the glories of the 
Acropolis, College life, which presents 
a wide and magnificent vision to the 
boarding-school girl, might conceivabl 
appear limited to Miss Sellers, fres 
from the Capitals of Europe. Practically it 
did so appear. Miss Sellers, too, had been ac- 
customed to learn chiefly from the open’ book 
of humanity of the world’s history and monu- 
ments. At Cambridge she was called upon to 
give her attention chiefly to the printed page. 
All this was irksome enough, and Miss Sellers 
confesses frankly that her three years at Girton 
were rather dreary. However, she worked 
hard—for when she came up she knew neither 
Latin nor Greek—and she achieved honors in 
the classical Tripos. This was followed by a 
brief spell of teaching in the St. Andrew’s 
High School, | 

he season of 18838 was memorable in Lon- 
don for the brilliant rendering at Lady 
Freake’s house of the Tale of Troy — the 
first of a series of efforts to give concrete 
form to the Greek myths and dramas. To 
Miss Sellers the occasion was memorable, not 
only because she enacted the * of the 
heroine—making, as everyone will acknowl- 
edge, an ideal Helen—but because she then 
made the acquaintance of Sir Charles New- 
ton. The distinguished Greek curator at the 
British Museum inspired her with the idea of 
teaching classics by the aid of 8 
This system Miss Sellers now pursues in all her 
works. 

Miss Sellers did not develop into an 
archzological lecturer all at once. She under- 
went the apprenticeship of a good deal of gen- 
eral teaching. For some time she acted as a 
classical coach,“ and was particularly suc- 
cessful in preparing young boys for the pub- 
lic schools, She holds that boys up to a cer- 
tain age can be taught much more advantage- 
ously by women than by men, and if there 
were many ladies who could teach as ably as 
Miss Sellers parents would unhesitatingly in- 
dorse this ee. Amongst her pupils 
were Mr. and Mrs. Humpury Ward’s son, 
who afterwards took a scholarship at 
Eton. Miss Sellers examined civil ser- 
vice candidates in French for three years, and, 
apropos of the papers she used to look over, 
she had some amusing ‘reminiscences. At the 
end of his dictée,”’ one of the boys, imagin- 
ing he had a man to deal with, wrote Mon- 
sieur, je suis sourd,”’ whilst others would put 
such appealing postscripts as Do let me pass; 
my father will be furious if I fail.“ 

ith coaching, examining, and teaching in 
schools, Miss Sellers found her time more 
than full. Her health—never very robust— 
proved unequal to the strain of so much work, 
and 2 broke down completely, oblig- 
ing her to seek rest and change abroad. Dur- 
ing a long stay in Italy she was able to study 
both Greek and Italian art, and afterwards, 
upon her return to England in 1888, she began 
to give demonstrations at the British Museum, 
which were in the first instance supplementary 
to her friend Miss Jane Harrison’s lectures. 
Last year Miss Sellers gave some. admirable 
lectures in connection with the London exten- 
sion movement, 

Miss Sellers has since been in Germany 
where she found the professors most kind and 
helpful to her in her studies. She was equally 
gratified by the reception she met with from 
the various authorities and heads of depart- 
ments at Athens during her recent visit to 
Greece, and she speakg with warm apprecia- 
tion of the honour done to her by Dr. Dörp- 
feld, the head of the German school, who in- 
vited her to join his party from the Archzo- 
logical Institnte in a tour through the Pelop- 
onnesus. ures were delive by Dr. 
Dérpfeld at each of the great cities, Mycenz, 
Megalopolis, Olympia, etc., through which the 
students passed, an educational value of 
the tour was naturally very great. Miss Sel- 
lers, it will also be remembered, was the first 
lady to be admitted ag a student of the Brit- 
ish School of Archzology at Athens. 

Besides all these enterprises and achieve- 
ments (there are probably many more in 
store), Miss Sellers has already done some lit- 
erary work. Messrs. Macmillan have at this 
moment brought out 4 handsome volume con- 
taining Dr. Schuchhardt’s record of Schlie- 
mann’s Excavations, which Miss Sellers has 
put into English dress. Ahother and a greater 
undertaking is an annotated edition of * 
books on sculptors and painters. The 
editress opines that the work will go to press 
about the time of the Greek kalends, but, 
judging by the zéal and enthusiasm which 
Miss Sellers brings to the task, the publica. 
tion may take place without too prolonged a 


elay.
